chandise two men went out on a trad­ 
ing expedition and returned to camp 
laden with roots and other provisions.

in th** fad of I'm *; J. if. Renshawe, now 
of

Slates 
Geographical 
Survey, and 
I, 
with a topographic 
party, were slowly making our way 
down Meadow Valley Wash, in south­ 
eastern Nevada. 
.Misfortune had been 
our constant companion, and as we 
reached the banks of Muddy Greek, a 
beautiful, clear, cold stream, one noon, 
we were rather a gloomy set of men. 
W e were a month behind time, our 
horses were almost exhausted, all our 
horse feed was gone, the grazing was 
worthless, we were out of money, and 
there was no way to get more. 
We 
felt that we were in rather a serious 
plight. 
Soon after we camped a Piute In­ 
dian appt ared. and within a few min­ 


utes several more came to camp. 
We 
soon found that they had a store of 
barley and corn, and an exchange was 
quickly effected for certain surplus 
provisions that we had, and the poor 
horses had a full meal. 


When the beans and sugar were ex­ 
hausted, the Indians intimated that an 
old hat or coat would he acceptable for 
barter. 
This suggested a new line en­ 
tirely, and to make a long story short, 
we bargained off all our old garments 
for shelled corn and barley, until final­ 
ly we had six or eight hundred pounds 
of splendid grain on our wagon. 
Two 
revolvers were sold outright for pre­ 
cious Silver dollars; and a mouth-organ, 
or cheap harmonica, was “ great medi­ 
cine,” and brought splendid returns. 
When we were done the 
Indians 
quietly withdrew, leaving us rich aud 
cheerful. 
At 
first 
thought, 
such 
bartering 
seems one-sided and inequitable, but 
it is not so. 
What was of value or in­ 
terest to the Indian may have been 
valueless to its white owner, and vice 
versa. 
To the child a Jumping jack 
is a precious possession, aud the In­ 
dian was. and is yet in many respects, 
an overgrown child.

In the Battle of Lake Erie, iii I SFI, 
when Commodore Perry defeated the 
British and captured their entire fleet, 
the flagship Lawrence was shattered 
by the guns of the English, and Com­ 
modore Perry was obliged to transfer 
his flag to the Niagara.

and 


Tromso. And a magnificent race of 
men they aro! Accustomed from boy- 
hood to a life of hardship, they havt- a 
•way of treating Father Neptune with 
« slightly contemptuous 
toleration, 


like an old friend of somewhat uncer- 
tain toinper. whoso rapid changes 
from 
smlliii.t;- benevolence to wild, 


blustering anger aro on tho whole 
rather amusing than otherwise. 


They earo nothing for danger, and 


little for suffering—in themselves or 
in others. 
Why, then, should they 


utop to think that perhaps a maimed, 
fcut still living, shark can fool?

With this mer- 
chandise two men went out on a trad- 
Ing expedition and returned to cump 
laden with roots and other provisions.

Of my own, writes Mr. Wheeler. Lute 
in the fall of 187(5 J. II. Rcnshawe, now 
of the 
United States Geographical 


Survey, and I. with n topographic 
party, were slowly making our way 
down Meadow Valley Wash, in south- 
eastern Nevada. Misfortune had been 
our constant companion, and as we 
reached the bunks of Muddy Creek, n 
beautiful, clear, cold stream, one noon, 
,we were rather a gloomy set of in en. 
We were a month behind time, our 
horses were almost exhausted, till our 
lbor.se feed was gone, the grazing was 
worthless, we were out of money, nnd 
there was no way to get more. We 
felt that we were in rather a serious 
plight. 


Soon after we camped a Plute In- 


dian appeared, and within a few mln- 
tites several more came to camp. We 
•oon found that they bud a store of 
bar>y and corn, and an exchange was 
quickly effected for certain surplus 
provisions that we had, and the poor 
borsea bad a full meal. 


When the beans and wear were et- 


hauated, the Indiana Intimated that an 
old hat or coat would be acceptable for 
barter. This auggested a new line en- 
tirely, and to make a long story short. 
we bargained off all our old garments 
for shelled corn and barley, until final- 
ly we had six or eight hundred pounds 
of apiendld grain on our wagon. Two 
revolvers were sold outright for pre- 
cious silver dollar <; and a month-organ, 
or cheap harmonica, was "great medi- 
cine," and brought splendid returns. 


When -we wero done the Indians 


quietly withdrew, leaving us rich and 
cheerful.

them to tho yolks, then fold in, with- 
out sifting, one-quarter pound potato 
flour; bake on a rack placed about two 
inches from the bottom of tho oven in 
a very light heat for 1'orty-flvo to sixty 
minutes, depending upon (ho thickness 
of the cake. 


Bate or Fig Gems—Bent the yolks of 


two eggs and mix with one cupful of 
milk; sift a tcnspoonful and a half of 
baking powder with half a cujiful of 
white flour nnd mix with half n cupful 
of finely chopped figs or dates; add 
flour nnd fruit to the- milk and eggs; 
stir in one cupful of whole wheat flour; 
bent tho two whites of pggs stilt nnd 
fold into the mixture; bake In well- 
grcasod gom pans in n moderate oven 
on u rnck midway of tho oven. 


Popper Mangoes—Select firm, bull- 


nosed poppers, as the milder Spanish 
ones do not make good pickles. They 
must, however, bo perfectly 
green. 


Cut a slice from tho stein and remove 
all the seeds, taking care not to bruise 
the peppers. Put the popper cups nnd 
covers Into a stone Jar nnd cover with 
a strong brine. Let them stand three 
days, then drain nnd cover with clear, 
cold water twenty-four hoars. 
Put 


into each pepper some shredded cab- 
bage, a tiny white onion, n small string- 
bean, n ghcrkeu and three or four nas- 
turtium seeds. Make a paste of half 
a cup mustard seed, a tablespoouful 
of grated horseradish, a tabtespoonful 
ground mustard, two tablespoonfuls 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of ollvo oil 
and a teaspoonful eacb celery seed, 
mace and allspice. Fill the peppers 
with this paste, packing In firmly, then 
replace the cups nnd tie or sew in 
place. Pack the peppers In a stone jar 
and cover with scalding hot water. 
Let them remain in this two days, then 
pour oft the vinegar, reheat and again 
turn over the peppers. Cover close and 
keep In a cool, dry place
